Since Mr. Liar- 
nurd was last oloctod railw.sy nork has 
beel^cunimtinced in thv wi-y heart of liis 
diatrict, prospunty lias boon brought to 
(tie duun ut' iho oluctura and the entire 
Condition of all'aira hnn changed. It is 
not claiming too much for Mr. Uarnard 
to say tli.it iiKuiy iif tho important 
oiiaiigos that have occurred on the main- 
land since lays are the result i.^f hi>* ex- 
cellent tact, restless energy ami supoiiur 
judgment in his dealings with tho goverii- 
mont at Ottawa ; and tho conviction 
forces it.self upon many that hhd tho 
Island been as well repreaonted as Vale, 
this section would ha\o little to complain 
of in tho way i>f uiifultilled pledges. One 
uf Mr. burnard'ii oppunents is Mr. Jamen 
Robiii.ioii, who .sal for Vale in the first 
local parliament tifter confederation. 
After he had s.U tlirouyli one session ^ind 
part of another his coiistitueiitK grow ho 
disBati.'<lied vvith him that thoy requested 
his resignation. 'I'his request he treated 
,witU disdain, and at the ensuing general

Tlion lie removed to New Westminster. 
Jlr. Robinson stuod twice for the re- 
prcseiUaiioii of that district at Ottawa 
tn tho (iiteroi't of tho Grit party. He 
was on both occisiuns defeated. In the 
present canvass .Mr. It. has straddled the 
independent fence, and seelc3 election as 
such at a time wliuu tho interests of 
British Columbia require that none but 
conaervativijs should represent hor at 
Ottawa Tho third candidate for tho 
Heat — iMr. A'eruon — altliough otherwise 
uoxcepiionable, has no acquaintance or 
oxpurience at Ottawa. Ho would adorn 
the local huuae; but at Ottawa ho would 
nut.be useful. It is scarcely ueewsary for 
us to advisii tho people uf Yale to re-elect 
Mr. Barnard. It is well understood tliat 
it is their intention to return their old, 
tried and faitjiful representative wlio lias 
dune so much fur them, iu the past and is 
prepared to do even more in the future. 

TEE JV£JK JJAIR DISEASE. 

Plica Polqiiica, the liair disen.'jo stated 
to be introduced into Knglaud by tho im- 
portation of human hair from I'oland, is 
described in tho encyclopcediaa, and 
though a very disacreeablo disea.'io, is por- 
liaps not so frightful or incurable as tho 
Liverpool Cuuricr would have us believe. 
The Encyclopedia Bntaniiica gives tho 
following descriiniun of it: 

"Tho Plica I'olonica, or plaited liair, is 
n disease in which tho hairs are thicker 
than usual, and bo entangled that it is 
impossible to keparato thom. It is pocu- 
liar to Poland, Lithuania, ITungary and 
somo neighboring countries. I'aron Lar- 
roy carefully investigated tho nature of 
this diaeaso when nl Warsaw with tho 
French army, auJ was perfectly aatisGcd 
that it was a local and factitious complaint 
produced by dirt and neglect, and that it 
may be cured with safety. The head is 
to be shaved and an ointment applied of 
equal parts of sulphur I'intnielU ami pitch 
ointment, and tho head i.i frequently to 
be washed with soap and water. Mercury 
rubbed in with hair powdor in good for 
destroying tho vermin. Internal reme- 
dies, sucli as slight doBCS of calomol, may 
in some cases be necessary."

— Mu.ssul- 
nian jurists whom the sultan frequently 
consults (i.tplain that Arabi Pasha, in so 
for as he has boon disobedient to tho ca- 
lipli, is a rebel, and may be uiicoremuni- 
oiisly treated as such, but in so far ns he 
has been a defender of tho Mohammedan 
country against the aggressive designs of 
Christians ho has merely fulfilled his du- 
ties as a good Mussulman, and conso- 
queiitly tho caliph cannot make common 
cau.se with I'higl.md. Tlu! sultan may 
punisli Arabi l*a.sha if some act of rebel- 
lion is proved a;:;ainst him, but ho must 
not associate himself with those who wish 
to crush Arabi Pash as a defender of Is- 
lam. A corrospondont says this will 
greatly inlluonco tho Turkish military ac- 
tion. 

Oni(\V(i(i, Aug. 11.- There are 310 Chi- 
nese in Chioago, two being women. 

A Pittsburg dispatch .■lays that tho 
labor situation has assumed a new phase 
on account of the reported sale of tho 
wnrkingmcn's organization to one of tho 
old political parties. It i" alleged that 
the coming convontion of workinginen in 
Philadelphia i.H to bo packed with round- 
ers and feelers who can ovorrido tho 
laboring cla-ss and carry out tho plans of 
the politicians. 

SnffUsh Zmmlffr&ta. 

.Vttention is being called at tho East to 
the great immigration of Englishmen to 
this country. Tho British aro wont to 
sneer at th'j way wo assimilate so many 
Ii'iHlimeii and convert them into citiiyna. 
The '.truth is (liat tho English supply 
almost as large an eleniont of the now ar- 
rivals.'nlthough they show little desire to 
bocoino citizens. In New York thoy are 
barred out from bttoming property-own- 
ers until thoy have been naturalized, but 
in all other States no such reslriction ex- 
ists. Thoy form tho majority of tlio 
miners in the groat coal-pits; they have 
gdiio extensively into farming, and their 
artisans are found in all tho large cities. 
A peculiar feature of this ininiigratioii ia 
tho number uf wealthy nu n of the upper 
class who have bought vast estates iu the 
West. Qiilorada, KAnssB and Nebr&ska 
show a number of those estates owned by 
British noblemen that surpass in size 
many of tho Oei in.in principalities, while 
in the South, especially in Virginia, many 
of tho old plantations have been bought 
by English gentlemen. It is useless to 
expect this generation of British immi- 
grants to get rid of their prejudices; but 
their sons will be apt to see the benefits 
of citizenship and to lose somowhal of tho 
insular sclf-estuom. — San Francisco 
Clironich:.

The Kawmill and lumberyard of Mr. 
\V. P. Say ward on Constance .street occu- 
pies live lota extending tu the harbtjr 
front. The mill situated netr the harbor 
ia 130 ft. by -10 ft., two stones high. On 
tho ground- llocr uro the lath mill and 
picket machine, two boilers with SO-horao 
power engine, and a blacksmith shop. 
Tho second floor is furntshod \rith a 
double circnlar saw capable of cutting 60 
inches in depth, a planer, edgor and two 
trimuiers. Tho boilers are fud fruin the 
large circulars by revolving elevators. The 
mill turns out everything in the shapo 
of lumber, including lath.i and pickets, 
and the aurrouiiding yard is well stocked 
with the ditl'eront varieties nxanufactured. 
About thirty men are employed, tho ma- 
jority of whom are whito men with some 
Indians. The capaeitj- of the mill ia 30,- 
UOO ft. per day of twelve hours, tho whole 
of which (ind.s a market in Victoria.

Mr. Samuel Gray, Vniildor, contractor 
and stair builder, has his workshop on 
Government street, consi.'iting of a join- 
er's shop and machine, shop.

and ho in tho inventor and designer of a 
very elegant and compact patent " twin 
stairs and light shaft." This ia a double 
spiral staircase, both spirals working into 
each other and taking little more space 
than ono, whilo tho centre spaco i» occti- 
piod by an elevator, the platform of which 
ia worked by four screw shafts extending 
tho height of the stairs, the whole being 
a combination of elevator, twin stairs, 
light shaft and ventilator. Tho twin 
stairs are, moreover, self-supporting, and 
one can be used for ascending and the 
other for descending, thus gaining groat 
economy of space. Tho patent was taken 
on March 7th, 187G, by Mr, dray in Sa.-i 
r'rancisco, and a neat iiinihU may I'c seen 
111 the workshop on Oovermiioiil .street. 
.\ line Kaniple of a single spir.-d staircase 
constructed by Mr. Gray may lie .seen in 
Mr. Thomas Wilson's drygoods establish- 
ment. Govornniont street. The wood ia 
chietly ash with walnut trimmings, hand- 
rail aiul newol post. These stairs contain 
over '.^000 pieces and are a lino specimen 
of skillful Hud elegant workmanship. 

The ar; of stair building in its moro or- 
namental branches, e.ipecially tho spinil 
ataircase, is comparatively modern; it is 
baaed ,uncortnin geometrical prinoiplesand 
has been carried to great perfection.

Ho immediately seized a re- 
volver and ran to tho front window, firing 
five shots at them, but did not hit them. 
They thi>n proceeded up George street, 
out Regent to the corner of Charlotte, 
where a wagon was in waiting for them, 
in which they drove off down Charlotte 
street. Sergeant Vandine, it: company 
w ith the police and several spooials sworn 
ill for the occasion, wont to tho residence 
of Oeorgo Lee, on Wostinoroland street, 
this afternoon, for the purpose of arrest- 
ing Newtcm Lee, George M. Lee and 
Thomas Virtue, for firing lit tlio ri^siilenco 
of .Sergeant Vandine on Friday morning 
last with intoBt to do bodily harm. Ser- 
geant Vandine entered tho barn in tho 
rear of the house, and whilo in tho act of 
ascending tho loft wa.s fired at by some 
one in tho barn. .-V whole charge of l)nck. 
shot entered his arm. He immediately 
gave the alarm and tho barn was sur- 
rounded, the sergeant in tho meantimo 
having been driven to tlm residence of 
Dr. Atherton to get his arm dressed. Tlie 
arm is badly shot, moat of the shot re- 
maining in tho mu.scles, Newton liOO in 
the nieantiiiH! managed to get out of the 
barn by somo underground pas.iagu and 
fled through ditierent yards and cross 
streets, pursued by tho police, w'ho kept 
up a rapid fire on him till Charlotte street 
was reached, where ho sought r'.'fuge in a 
back bedroom in John Garitty's house, 
and was arrested then: by ex Serjteaut 
U'lHidward and policeman J'hillips, who 
convoyed him to the police station. On 
being searched a quantity of shot, caps 
and wadding was found on his person. 
His nephew, George M. Lee, was dis- 
covered some timo after under tho barn 
lying down alongside somo manure with 
pigs. On his way tu tho police station 
ho dropped a revolver. Ho had a quan 
tity of cartridges about his person when 
searched. The third man, A'irtuo, has 
not up to 4:30 p. m. been taken, although 
the police and a number of tho citizens 
are untiring in their offorts to find him.

Alo.xandor 
the (ireat was tho first conqueror of this 
strange lotui land, and near tho waters 
of the grand old Nile ho founded tho ma- 
jestic city of .Me.xandrin — complete and 
superb — where flocked tho artiata, tho 
philosophers and learned men from all 
portioris of tho earth. For centuries it 
was tho cuntre of art, science antl litera- 
ture. Its name was connected with great 
men and great historical evonts. Since 
the timo of (ho Macedonian, Alexandria 
has hud many rulers from among tho na- 
tions of tho earth; Christians and Mo- 
hammedans have altornatoly roigncd ovor 
its peoplu, and onco more the sons of Pan 
and Jaffa, the east and the west, have 
mot ill murdorous conflict on its ahoroa.

It at one time seemed as if 
tho religion of Mohammed would absorb 
that of the Cross, and fur centuries has 
the scourge boon permitted to have foot- 
hold in Egypt, btit its glory and ita power 
have now passed away. Tho boom of 
English oanndn, battering down the forti- 
fications of Islam, has reverberated 
throughout tho world. They tell us that 
the glory of England has departed. I 
do not think so. The roar of her artil- 
lery ia a pledge that she will in tho fu- 
ture, as In tho past, protect hor country- 
men. England is a glorious land, whore 
law never becomes tyranny, and where 
liberty and Christianity reign supreme. 
Wavea of Huccessive revolutions havo 
struck her shoros and recoiled shattered. 
Encland, ba thiiio to guard the light 
from all oclipse, and carry into tho land 
of .Moses God's grand truths. Avenge 
the maaaacro of thy slaughtered aons and 
daughters, ahalter the oppressed, extend 
thy commerce, Sght the battles of the 
Bon of God and bless tho world."

If it becomes 
necessary for tho company, in trans- 
mitting measagos with integrity, skill and 
diligence, to secure accuracy, to have said 
message repeated, ihou the law devolves 
upon them that duty."
